The men of Jabesh s 
desperate plea for help to 
kinsmen across the Jordan, 
Saul immediately responded, 
a dire threat of vengeance if they 
refused, he summoned the braves 
of all the Hebrew tribes to follow 
him to the relief of Jabesh.

summons was obeyed, and, with a 
horde at his heels, Saul swept down 
and delivered Jabesh. 
It was a great victory for Saul, 
and well established his right to the 
kingship. 
With one accord the el­ 


ders of Israel assembled In the hills 
at an ancient sanctuary named Gil* 
gal, and there formally crowned Saul 
th**ir monarch. 
The war with the Philistines then 
took a new turn. At Mickmash the 
tide was turned, and the Hebrews 
won their first great victory over 
this enemy.

Already In the time of Joshua the 
Philistines on the coast had grown 
so numerous that they were begin­ 
ning to spread up Into the very hills 
which the Hebrews were trying to 
conquer. 
It was Inevitable, there­ 
fore, that the two peoples should 
clash. 
At first the Philistines were eas­ 
ily the victors, for they were better 
armed than the Hebrews, and far 
better organized. The kings of their 
five chief city-states in Phlllstla— 
Gaza, Askelon, Ashdod, Gath, and 
Ekron—were close allies. 
The He­ 
brews, who possessed only the most 
primitive weapons and were total­ 
ly disorganized, had little chance 
against them. Under the leadership 
of a strong man like Samson, they 
were able to wage guerilla warfare 
against the Philistines; but when It 
came to a pitched battle, they were 
utterly lost. 
At Aphek the Hebrews went down 
to a crushing defeat, and the Ark 
of Jehovah, which had led them all 
through the wilderness, was cap­ 
tured by the Philistines.

Reports coming to the

sion office indicate that cutworms 
are doing serious damage to the 
garden crops this spring.

b y using a poison b ran mash, ac­ 
cording to County Agent 
F. 
B. 
Veatch, Jr. 
Poison b ran mash is 
effectiv e of all 
species 
of 
cut­ 
worms which attack plants at the 
surface of the ground or 
ab ov e. 
The species feed mostly b eneath 
the ground cannot b e 
controlled 
with this b ait. 
The poison b ran mash is made 


as follows: Wheat b ran, 25 pounds, 
white arsenic, paris green, or sod­ 
ium arsenate, 1 pound, b lack strap 
molasses or heav y corn syrup, 2 
quarts, water, enough to make a 
stiff mash, 3 gallons. 
The b ran and poisons are v ery 
thoroughly 
mixed 
while 
dry. 
Part of the water is added to the 
molasses or corn syrup and 
the 
b ran and poison moistened with it 
b y stirring ov er and ov er. 
Morel 
water is added until the 
desired 
thickness of mash is secured. 
Such poison b aits are 
usually 
scattered thinly ov er the ground 
in the infested fields. 
In the case 
of garden crops it is well to sprin­ 
kle the poison along the row of 


the infested crop. 
In most cases 
when scattered b roadcast it will 
take from fiv e ten pounds to cov ­ 
er an acre of ground.

GARDEN PEST CONTROL 


The control of insects is one of 
the 
gardeners 
most 
important 
problems. 
Many garden spots are 
left untilled simply because

Canaan first as pirates. 
Already In the time of Joshua the 
Philistines on the coast had grown 
so numerous that they were begin­ 
ning to spread up Into the very hills 
which the Hebrews were trying to 
conquer.

Poison bran mash is 
effective of all 
species 
of 
cut­ 
worms which attack plants at the 
suiface of the ground or 
above. 
The species feed mostly beneath 
the ground cannot be 
controlled 
with this bait. 
The poison bran mash is made 


as follows: Wheat bran, 25 pounds, 
white arsenic, paris green, or sod­ 
ium arsenate, 1 pound, black strap 
molasses or heavy com syrup, 2 
j quarts, water, enough to make a 
stiff mash, 3 gallons. 
The bran and poison* are verv 
thoroughly 
mixed 
while 
dry. 
Part of the water is added to the 
molasses or corn syrup and
